The news from Africa is not good. 
The 
fact 
alone ought to 
be 


enough to make every loyal Amer- 
ican resolve to carry out the spirit 
of the rationing law. For the end 
of the war is not in sight. Germany 
is still strong on the African side 
of the Mediterranean — not to men- 
tion the European side. 
And in a 


long war our 
armies 
need — and 


must have — tremendous supplies of 
rubber and 
gasoline 
and 
food: 


Those very things that are now ra- 
tioned among civilians. 


This is no appeal for law enforce- 


ment. 


There is no enforcement of the 


law that a great and free people 
shall not become slaves to a brutal 
'enemy— olher-'lhan the determina- 
tion of the people themselves. 


If you violate the rationing sys- 


tem it won't be just a matter of a 
policeman checking up on you — 
but it could be, possibly, a matter 
of once-free Americans goose-step- 
ping to the order of a foreign con- 
queror. 


The very least that could happen, 


should we lose this war, is that 
America for all time to come would 
be a military camp, living 
and 


thinking 24 hours a clay in terms 
of war — because all the rest of the 
earth was conquered and arranged 
against her.

man Doughlon (D-NC) said today 
the Mouse Ways und Means com- 
mittee had taken no cognizance to 
a presidential request for a war 
time super - lax on income and

bill to peg salaries above $25,000 
at their pro - Pearl Harbor levels. 


President 
Roosevelt yesterday 


recommended that a super - tax 
be imposed to limit war time in- 
come, howevr derived, to $25,000 
for single persons and $50,000 for 
married couples, after taxes. 


While Doughton aid the matter 


had been disposed of so far as the 
committee was concerned by ap- 
proval of th'c ceiling as of Pre- 
Pearl Harbor levels, Rep. McGran- 
cry (DPa.) told news men he ex- 
pected the salary issue would be 
reopened before the committee.

Beat Gadgets 
For Gardening

While many good gardeners lake 


pride in a variety of tools and plain 
and fancy gadgets, it is possible to 
grow a Victory Garden . success- 
fully With a few simple tools. 


For a small garden the only es- 


sential tools required are a spade, 
or spading fork, a steel 
rake, 
a 


common hoe, and 
slakes 
and a 


strong cord, A Irowcl is a conven- 
ienl lool to have, but it is not nec- 
essary.

BASIS OF GAIN OR LOSS 


(PART 2) 


The basis for determining gain 


or loss, for Federal income tax 
purposes, where the property ex- 
changed had been acquired by the 
taxpayer in payment for services 
rendered, is the fair market value 
of the property at the date of re- 
ceipt. This basis is then adjusted 
for capital items, such as deprecia 
lion and betterments in the case of 
real estate. 


In the case of property acquired 


by gift, a distinction is made be- 
tween property so acquired before 
January 1..1921, and after Decem- 
ber 31, 1920. For property acquired 
by gift or transfer in trust (except 
by devise or bequest) before Janu- 
ary 1, 1921, the basis for determin- 
ing either gain or loss is the fair 
market value at the time of the 
gift, or transfer in trust. 


For property acquired by 
gift 


after December 31, 1920, the basis

aroused hatred for England. 


Such an evening will smack you 


right between the eyes, besides, 
as an example of what can happen 
when the powerful medium of the 
films is conlrolled and put to cor- 
rupt use by a state — an argument 
for all times and all countries for 
the necessity of a free scereen. 


John Abbott, director of the Mu- 


seum of Modern Art Film Library, 
has arranged and edited a group of 
German propaganda films, issued 
between 1934 and 1941, and 
these

When the Goebbels outfit seized 


on pictures as a force for 
Nazi- 


fying Germany after Hitler's ac-

their first productions was "Tri- 
umph of the Will," a 14reel pic- 
ture devoted entirely lo Ihe Nazi 
parly convenlion in Nuremburg in

gantic sets, all kinds of emotional 
pageantry — with Hitler Ihe "kind- 
ly, beneficent savior" of Germany 
always the hero, and such a gentle 
hero as to make you retch.

to be used depends, upon whether 
a probable gain or a loss is involv- 
ed. In determining a gain the basis 
is. the same as it would be in the 
hands of the donor or the last pre- 
ceding owner by whom it was not 
acquired by gift. 
Thus, if a tax- 


payer received a gift of property 
from his father in 1940, the basis 
would be the cost (or other basis) 
of the property to his father (as- 
suming his father had bought it 
and had not himself received it as 
a gift), adjusted by capital items, 
such as depreciation and better- 
ments applicable. If, however, his 
father had received it also as a 
gift, then the basis would be the 
cost (or other basis) to the last per- 
son by whom it was not acquired 
by gift, adjusted as described. (The 
"or other basis" mentioned in par- 
entheses would apply to properly 
acquired by the father by purchase 
prior to March 1, 1913, or by de- 
vise or bequest, or other means.) 


In determining a loss on proper- 


ty acquired by gift after Decembe 
31, 1920, the basis is either the sam 
as it would be in the hands of th 
donor or the last preceding owne 
by whom it was not acquired b 
gift, or the fair market value of the 
property at the time of the gift, 
whichever is lower. 


In the case of property acquired 


by bequest, devise, or inheritance, 
the basis is the fair market value 
of the property at the time of such' 
acquisition. The time of acquisi- 
tion is the date of death 
of the 


decedent, even thought legal title 
may not pass to the legatee until 
a later date. No distinction applies 
between property so acquired be- 
fore January 1,. 1921, and 
after 


December 31, 1920. 


For property acquired after De- 


cember 31, 1920, by any transfer in 
trust, except as a gift or by be- 
quest or decise, the rule is that the 
basis for determining gain or loss 
is the same as it would be in the 
hands of the grantor, increased in 
the amount of gain or deceased in 
the amount of loss recognized to 
the grantor upon such transfer un 
der the law applicable to the year 
in which the transfer was made 
The expression "increased," etc, 
applies to a tranfer of property in 
trust for a valuable consideration. 


In determining the basis in the 


case of securities of a corporation 
which have been acquired at var- 
ious times and in various amounts, 
and which have been sold in var- 
ious amounts and at various times, 
the general rule is that the secur- 
ities sold (in the absence of identi- 
fication of the particular securi- 
ties sold) shall be charged against 
the earliest purchases of such se- 
curities. 
To determine the basis of com- 


mon stock received as a bonus with 
a purchase of preferred stock 
or 


bonds, the total purchase 
price 


shall be fairly apportioned between 
the common stock and the secur- 
ities purchased.
